1. The airfield northwest of BRYANS:. (34°22 E/55°14' N), Moscow 
4D, directly west of the road to BEZIITSA, was 6,6CCx1C, GCC feet, 
tén cement taxiways, 33x1,U0GO to 1,360 feet each, starting from 
tne southern edse of the field, extended toward the field center. 


2. <A 50x330~foot assembly shop, a radio station, cantonment buil- 
dings, and officers’ houses were located on the southern edse of 
the field. A water tower, 2CUC feet high and 25 to 33 feet in dia~ 
meter, was completed 60 feet east of the field in Late fall of 
1948, 


3. It was observed that eircreft parts were trucked from the BRYANSK 
railroad station to tne ascembly shop from where jet fighters were 
towed to the ficld by tractors. 


4, The field was permanently occupied by 2C to 30 fighters, similar 
to the Me-109, and about 10 biplanes. “re. fichters, flying in for~ 
mations, practiced firins at towed sleeve targets. Parachuting 
from the biplanes was observed. 


9. Sixty to eighty jet fighters were parkéd at the field in February 
1949. This number was continually increased by planes towed fron 
tue assembly shop. 


6. Deseription of jet fishters: Low-wing mcnoplanes; length: 23 feet 
Span: about 16 feet, short wings tapering, rounied wins tips, 
oroad wing roots, lanuing o6ar retracting inward, nose wheel, 
Hingle rudder assembly, cockpit set almsst in mid-fuselaze, turbine 
in fuselasey thrée cannon , one in each ving set close to the fuse. 
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a» The 10 cement taxiways extending from the southern ed-e to the 
“ield center are reported for the first time. The occupation by 
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conventional fighters and jet fighters Migh recentiy arrided. by 
ruil was previously reported. 
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b. Accordin;: to both the description in vara 6 and previous 
reports, the jet fighters seem to be NIG-9s,,since the landing 
geor is reportec to be retractable, contrary to the Yak-15, The 
dincusions of tne plane seem to be underrated. ‘the observa 
tion that the cockpit is set in the nid—fusela.e is also d-mbted, 


c. fhe inforuution senerully confirms the previous assunotion 
that the ficld is occupied by at-least one firchter fosimeat 
equioxoed with conventicnal aireraft, one fizhte re-riment 
equipped with jet aircraft ,ana probably one fighter school (pare 
ticularly for retrainin; in jet aircraft) or an air Ssuoply point 
for jet aircraft. 
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
